With a terrible crash Southern Pa- 


cific passenger train No. 15, west- 
bound, collided headon with the en- 
gine of the local freight train, No. 
248, 
at Vineland, a sma^ll station 


3 miles west of Covina, on Monday 
morning at 8:10, the speed of the 
passenger at tbe time of the colli- 
sion being nearly 25 miles uu hour. 


The wreck is tbe most remarkable 


in the annals of railroad accidents 
in Southern California in that no one 
in the well-filled passenger coaches 
of tbe passenger 
train, or in the 


crews of the trains, was injured be- 
yond minor scratches and contusions, 
except engineer William Rotsler, of 
the passenger train, who was badly 
bruised about the legs.

The curtain might rise first on a 


street scene beside the quays and 
custom bouse of Oatend, Uelgiutu, 
eight p. m. Enter the two "inno- 
cents, leading bicycles and vainly 
attempting to 
read 
Flemish and 


French signs in their search for the 
hotel Grand Marion. Enter a porter. 
in fragmentary English 'and profuse 
Flemish 
he professes his cheerful 


•willingness to play the good Samari- 
tan. 
Asked to lead the way to the 


Grand Marion, he humbly but vocif- 
erously expostulates, 
but is forced 


ahead. 


He appropriates one of the wheels 


and calls a second porter to assist, 
who tries to secure possession of the 
other wheel but is sternly repulsed. 
After a block 
or so, the first porter 


turns over 
the one he capture! to 


porter 
number 
two. 
The Grand 


Marion reached, all is dark, silent, 
lifeless. 
"Me say closes, closes," is 


the consolation offered by the guide. 


Another hotel close at hand dis- 


plays, by the aid of a street lamp, the 
alluring signals, "English Spoken," 
"Mann spricht Deutscb," "On parle 
Francais," "Se habla Espauol," "Si 
parla Italiane." 
But the Garcon 


who opens the door explains in volu- 
ble French with the aid of numerous 
gestures that the Englishman has just 
stepped out, and that the man who 
spricbt Dentch is unfortunately in- 
disposed. 
But at this stragetic mo- 


ment, in sweeps Madame, with such 
bewitching smile and such an enchant- 
ing flow of liquid French that a 
bargain is at onoe concluded, sight 
unsee&j-as'Tt were. 


" " B u t this, scene has a 
striking 


curtain—that is, it comes almost to 
blows over the demands of the two 
porters who insist that both helped 
run the bicycle and pilot the proces- 
sion. 
This affords excellent oppor- 


tunity to bring in all the str.ge hands 
as awkard Flemish 
lads and lasses 


curiously crowding around the hotel 
entrance, until finally to close the 
door as well as the "scene," the dem- 
ands of the porters are partially met. 


The second scene might reveal 
an 


early 
morning 
bedroom 
with the 


tourists busily cramming French from 
Tbomae Cook and Sons' conversa- 
tional guide. 


Scene three would then open upon 


a breakfast room with snowy linen 
and Garcou in dress suit and linen 
likewise shown. 
Enter tourists smil- 


ing confidently and cheerfully calling, 
"Bone joor, Mon sir!" 
A look of 


slow amazement on the face of the 
waiter, and a reply full of pitying 
condescension, "Bong zure, M'soo. " 


There is no more French (?) spoken 


by the travellers during the repast. 
At its close they call for the bill. 
Exit waiter. Eeenter with two glasses 
of foaming beer. 
An indignant ex- 


postulation and some byplay with 
coins clarifies the situation and the 
account appears. 
It is much longer 


than anticipated, but only two items 
are readable—the freshly added beers. 
A straight American argument ov- 
erawed 
the waiter. 
But Madame 


appears. 
Her speech fully 
written 


would cover the space of a President's 
message. 
In delivery it takes only a 


few moments. 
But bow full those 


moments 
are! 
How the waves of 


sound gush outl 
How they sweep 


everything before them like a Johns- 
town flood ! 
The curtain falls on two 


meek pilgrims humbly handing out 
the coin. 


Perhaps this will suffice to illustrate 


the possibilities of the theme. 
Its 


variety is boundless. 
Move on to 


Holland tor the next act, with its 
Dutch pentious and its signs, "Ver- 
boden Toegaug" 
which a stranger 


never sees till he is forced to explain 
the situation to a stolid and uricon- 
viuced policeman. 
Again, a perfectly 


natural curiosity leads to 
difficult 


explanations iu 
(ieruiun 
fortresses. 


And who shall attempt to picture the 
speechless misery of the first dinner 
at a fashionable Pai is cuft-'! 


Yet after 
all 
the 
difficulties of 


travelling with limited language ruay 
be easily exaggerated. 
A v>eek in 
a 


new country teaches out- the teems for 


his 
chief needs. 
Even in 
remote 


districts, far off the beaten paths, the 
language of gestures will secure [the 
necessary services. 
Usually, too, the 


i villager is less disposer! to 
take 
ad- 


!vantage of ignorance than those who 
are accustomed to live off the traveller 


, But tbe stranger uiuet not object 
to 


i curiosity. 


I 
In n little Dutch village we needed 


some cycle repairs but no shop was in 
| sight. 
A youth who could speak and 


.understand a little German volunteer- 
ed his aid and 
led us in triumph 


, through all the principal streets, call- 


, ing out to his acquaintances at every 


i block, 
"Engelsman, 
Engelaniau," 


| until the procession numbered all the 
available boys of the town clattering 
along behind us in wooden shoos and 
repeating 
in 
wondering 
chorus, 


"Engelsmen, Engelfiman." 


Nine out of ten foreigners, how- 


ever, believe that if they 
talk fast 


enough and long enough, tbe traveller 
will 
certainly 
understand. 
After 


many experiments, we found 
that 


the only cure is to talk back just <is 
rapidly in English. 
It is delightful 


to watch the chatter stiffen and the 
fountain of words freeze over. 


Such a method makes a good safety 


valve for heated feelings too, 
but it 


needs caution in its use. 
With West- 


ern indifference to precedence of rank, 
we wheeled in ahead of a group of 
qfflcers on the German frontier, and 
even had the temerity to call out to 
the pompous leader, 
"Bin.ioh auf 


dem Weg nach Metz"? 
His 
lofty 


supercilious manner and the contempt 
in his gutteral "Ya" fired our dem- 
ocratic blood and we proceeded 
to 


remark as we pedaled away, that he 
was not the only boulder on the beach 
and that Uncle Sam coi.ld turn his 
fighting Kaiser and the whole German 
army over his knee. 
To our surprise 


a slow smile struggled out under his 
fiercely waxed moustache, and 
the 


words followed, "You young rascals." 


Since that time we make use of 


overflow English more guardedly.
